BOISE — There could be nearly 20 
rcspluiions and other proposals waiting for the 
Idaho Lcgislanire when it convenes in a special 
session this morning. 

Gov. Cecil Andrus called the session earlier 
this month, and limited to considcratiorv only of a 
resolution to clarify state laws on gambling. 

But some lawmakers want to go further, to the 
extent of banning all gambling in the slate, 
including the lottery and pari*mutucl betting, or 
go the other way and specifically allow casino 
gambling on reservations. 

Despite the other issues, Senate President Pro 
Tern Mike Crapo, R-Idaho Falls, said the issue is 
casino gambling, and whether it should be 
allowed anywhere in the state. 

"It’s a question of casino gaming.” he said. 
"And if casino gambling is not an issue, then we 
shouldn’t be so concerned about what the 
Lcgisloturc is proposing.” 

The slate has had a loUciy for more than three 
ycais, but the issue wasn’t triggered until three 


Indian tribes notified the state they wanted to 
negotiate gambling compacts. 

Under the federal Indian Gaming Regulatory 
Act. tribes arc allowed to conduct any type 
gambling game the state allows. They contend 
that since the state allows the lottery and pari* 
muiuel gambling. Type 3 games under the 
federal law, they also can conduct Type 3 games 
which include casino games.. 

When the session was authorized, legislative 
leaders said they thought they could muster tiic 
two-thirds majority nccessapi in each chamber to 
approve a pressed constitutional amendment 
specificolly staling that coslno gambling is not 
allowed in Idaho, even on Indian reservations. . 
If that happens, the issue gocs.bcforc voters in 
the November general election.

Buhl man 
specializes 
in picking locks

BUHL - Gary Paulson is an expert at 
breaking into cars. 

And while this Buhl automobile p^ expert 
has broken into more than 100 vehicles, he’s 
never been caught by the law. Instead, 
Paulson carrics'Oti his craft with the fyll 
approval of car owners. 

Phiilson, who owns Buhl Auto Body 
Windshield, breaks into cars owners 
accidentally lock themselves out of. 

Paulson, who has rescued babies and pet 
dogs, says there isn’t a car around that is 
invincible to his skilb, and he now gets up to 
three cidls a week to rescue drivers. 

“It’s more or less just a courtesy thing,” said 
Paulson. 34. “I do it when people need to gel 
into their cars right away. I don’t do it to moke 
money. I just do body work.” 

Paulson, who has been practicing his craft 
since 1979, notes he charges for his travel 
alone. 

“It’s a lot cheaper than breaking a window, 
he said. 

Paulson says while most thieves do exactly 
that, the art of breaking into cars over the 
years has gotten far more sophisticated. 

While Paulson long ago has abandoned ^e 
popular “Slim Jim,” a once common device 
for unlocking cars - he refuses to share his 
locksmith secrets. 

He says even with electronic cars, he can 
open a door from anywhere from' a swift one 
to IS minutes. 

But he did say that taking car doors apart all 
the time gives him a good understanding of 
how they work. 

“Tve never found a car I can’t get into yet,” 
he said. 

The most difficult car to open, he said, is a

Utah blacks 
plan protest 
of execution

SALT LAKE CITY — William 
Andrews, convicted as a teen-ager in a 
grisly murder case and condemned to die 
by lethal injection Thursday as he 
approaches middle age, has become a 
rallying point for 
many in Utah’s liny 
black population who 
arc angry over hii> 
treatment and what 
they say arc 
innumerable past 
slights and injustices. 

' Andrews’ best 
chance to escape 
execution evaporated 
Tuesday when the Andrews 
Utah Board of Pardons refused to 
reconsider its rejection three years ago of 
his request to change his scnicncc to life in 
prison without possibility of parole. 

Supporters plan nightly vigils at ihe 
residence of Republican Gov. Norman H. 
Bangertcr to urge him to stay the 
execution, something Bangertcr indicated 
last week he would not do. Even if he did, 
it would be only temporary relief — the 
pardons board alone has authority to 
commute the sentence. 

Andrews' lawyers also have asked the 
U.S. Supreme Court to stay the execution. 

The case has brought into sharp relief die 
state of race relations in thjs state, which is 
overwhelmingly white, socially and 
culturally conservative and dominated by 
■ the Church of Jesus Christ of the Latter-day 
Saints. Until recently, the church denied 
blacks full church membership. 

Andrews, who has spent the last 18 of 
his 37 years on dcaUirow. is black and the 
victims were white. Since Andrews' 
conviction, notorious white murderers in 
Utah — notably white supremacist Joseph 
Paul Franklin, who killed two young black 
men — have not been given death 
sentences.

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State rangers educate putijlic 
as fire danger level stays high

BOISE — Fire danger is so high this summer that 
forest rangers arc. spending every spare moment 
walking around campsites educating people about fire 
safety. • ^ 

In some parts of Idaho, there have been three times 
as many forest fires so far this year as by this time lost 
year. Fire danger is well above the eight-year nvcrogc. 

Still, the worst may be yet to come. Lightning, 
which causes 85 to 90 percent of forest fires, is more 
frequent in July and August. 

Because of tindcr-dry conditions, the Boise 
National Forest has added 70 people and another 
helicopter to its fire-fighting operation, said Bert 
Strom, an agency stafTmember. 

Tlie staff is watching fire conditions closely. 

The ferocity of lust week’s Cottonwood fire, on 


state land between Horseshoe Bend and Banks, gave 
fire officials a quick lesson on just how dry Idaho’s 
forests arc. The fire charred abouf 6.258 acres and 
caused an estimated $1 million in firefighting ana 
cleanup costs. 

The extreme fire danger also has firefighters using 
different tactics: With a bigger staff, the Boise 
National Forest is sending more people when a fire 
starts. 1 

Although rains earlier in the summer helped case 
alleviate fire danger at the time, everything has dried 
out again. 

Normally, fire officials worry about dead vegetation 
burning, but Idaho’s six-year drought has made live 
vegetation like tinder, severely reduced the moisture 
content of live vegetation. 

The moisture content of trees and brush is down by 
50 percent and of grasses ns much os 90 percent.

Less than 30 percent of it has 
been processed. 

In order to calcine the existing 
1.5 million gallons of sodium 
contaminated liquid, the department 
estimates it will have to dilute it 
with about 5.4 million gallons of 
aluminum nitrate. 

S|ince 1963. the cJjemical plant 
has' calcined only a little more than 


6 million gallons of high-level 
liquid. Tlic plant can process about 
3.000 gallons per day. 

The dcparimeiil no longer plans 
to reprocess spent reactor fuel - the 
source of most of the high-level 
liquid waste in illie tanks. It would 
need Ihc tanks only for liquid used 
in decontamination - the major 
source of the present sodium liquid. 

An INEL official in June assured 
Werner that the issue would bd 
covered in an environmental impact 
analysis "later this year.” 

But llie department has 
announced no plans for an impact 
statemcm this year, covering the 
chemical plant. A draft of INLL 
cleanup plans for 1993 says 
chemical plant operations would be 
covered in a site-wide INEL impact 
statement. 

The department, however, has 
talked about an impact statement 
covering the chemical plant for 
about five years. 

Meanwhile unknown, amounts of 
high-level liquid waste have leaked 
from transfer pipes into the basalt 
under the tanks. One hole leaked 
for 20 years before it was 
discovered.

Tlic plan was. in pari, a response 
to a request from Gov. Cecil Andrus 
to present a plan for spent reactor 
and other highly mdioactivc waste 
now stored at INEL and additional 
spent fuel Ihc dep.irtmenl wants to 
bring to Idaho. 

The governor and the department 
have long scrapped over the 
department’s storage of radioactive 
waste at INEL. Tired of the 
department’s unkcpl promi.ses. 
Andrus in 1988 banned further 
shipments into Idaho of radioactive 
waste for storage only. 

But that crossed the dcpufimcnt’.s 
plans to bring 220 tons of spent fuel 
to INEL from the Fort St. Vruin 
reactor, owned by Public Service 
Co. of Colorado. The department 
insisted the fuel was being brought 
to Idaho as part of a rcsearcli 
program. But it has produced no 
details of such a program. 

The plan outlines hosv the 


department hopes to develop and 
demonstrate ,thc technology for 
preparing about 850 tons of spent 
fuel, about 2 million gallons of high- 
level liquid waste and 123.000 cubic 
feet of solidified high-level waste 
for geologic disposal. 

It acknowledges the continued 
receipt of spent fuel, especially from 
Navy reactors and the Fort St. Vrain' 
reactor. 

But the state asserts that before 
the department can bring this waste 
to Idaho to be processed under the 
plan, it must conduct an 
environmental impact analysis of 
that plan. 

Federal law does not allow interim 
uction.s under a proposed program to 
proceed until that program's impact 
statement has been completed, the 
slate says. 

"(N)o question cun exist that the 
prohibition applies lo the department 
receiving and storing additional 
spent nuclear fuels to be processed 
pursuant to the" plan, the state said. 

Meanwhile the Navy continues to 
send spent fuel to Idaho. Already 
large pools of water at Ihc chemical 
plant hold about 265 tons spent 
naval fuel. 

Tlic spent fuel wa.s once brought 


to Idaho to be reprocessed - lo 
recover valuable enriched uranium. 
But the department no longer 
reprocesses spent fuel. So the Navy 
fuel will sit in storage - indefinitely. 

The department says it has 
adequate storage space for the 
foreseeable future, though it would 
not specify just how long that might' 
be. But a 1987 environmental 
assessment cited the lack of long- 
term storage as a justification for 
upgrading INEL’s fuel reprocessing 
facility. 

"Storing fuel for longer periods 
would ... require additional storage 
basin.s." says ihc document that 
proposes to increase the cliumical 
plant’s capacity to reprocess spent 
reactcir fuel. 

Though the department plans to 
develop disposal technology for a 
geologic repository, it doesn't know 
what technology such disposal' will 
require. 

The department still is 
invcstigaiing a site al Yucca 
Mountain in Nevada for suitability 
as a reposiiory. But il has not yet 
determined where the final site will 
be. The earliest estimated opening 
date would he 2020, according lo the 
department.

Continued from AS 
fractious Legislature would show 
Crapo to be a skillful, sure-handed 
legislative leader -just the sort of guy 
the 2nd District should send to 
Washington.

Canadian-style health-care 
system isn’t answer to ills 


■•Somebody has to pay for it." Tlial was 
the mes.sagc of Larry Grossman, who 
administered the govemment-run health- 
care plan in Ontario, Canada, in the early 
19H0.S. ■ ■■ 

An unenihu.'iiastic backer of Canada's 
system, lie was in our office the other day 
remarking on the belief held by many 
people, in the United States as well as in 
Canada, that govcmmefii*run health care 
is somehow "free.'' Canadian heaith care 
now consumes o'nc-third of the 
govemment budget. Tax takings run to a 
staggering 55 percent of the economy, . 

Mr. Grossman’s words blew like a cool 
Canadian breeze driving out the fu.mian of 
(he Inst couple of weeks. In his 
acceptance speech at the Democratic 
National Convention. Bill Clinton called 
for "An America in which health core is a 
right, not a privilege. In which we tell all 
our people: Your govemment will have 
the courage - finally - to take on the 
health-care profiteers and make health 
care afTordabIc for every family." 

Well, what level of health care is a 
"right”? The high level- enjoyed by top- 
‘ level government functionaries such as 
Mr. Clinton? Or the low level suficred by 
citizens who get ‘'free" care from the 
dilapidated socialist hcalth-care systems 
in Eastern Europe and Russia? 

And what about the real right - the 
right to choose how to finance one’s 
family’s health care with one's own 
money? 

Sure, American health care costs too 
much, primarily because govemment has 
tampered with morket mechanisms that 
held down costs. But Mr. Grossman told 
us how Canada's cost-control system 


“works”: 

By Law, Canadian physicians cani’only 
about S‘45,000, after taxes, every year, no 
matter the cost of living where tiiey live. 
That amount goes to the best bruin 
surgeon n.s well .as to the lowliest general 
proclitioner. Despite the controls, over the 
past decade Conadian medical eosi.s have 
risen ut a faster rale than costs in the 
United States. 

Moreover, many of Canada’s best 
doctors have fled to the United Stales,. 
And things arc getting worse. "The 
quality of kids going into medieul 
.school,” Mr. Grossman lamented, "Is not 
.as good. They don’t m.akc enough money. 
And we're seeing what happens to a 
profession when it's not really u 
profession; Doctors have unionized and 
cng.age in collective bargaining." 

The United Stales is what Mr. 
Grossman called a "safety valve" for 
Canada’s patients. If a Canadian is on a 
long list for a heart operation, he c:in 
drive south to seek care in our semi- 
private system. Of course, if the United 
States itself adopts a Canadian-style 
system, there will be no "safety valve,” 
cither for Canadians or Y.anks. except 
perhaps Mexico, or. for the wealthy. 
Switzerland. 

All medical systems, whether socialist, 
capitalist, or scmi-capitalist, cost people 
money. So would Bill Clinton’s scheme. 
Instead of more Clintonian socialism, we 
should move medical care toward a full 
free market, which would use capitalism 
to provide better care to more people at a 
lower price.

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Women arm themselves 
against ineffective system 


Women arc now the fastest-growing 
group of handgun purchasers - a 
development that some h.avc .applauded as 
evidence of a new-found self-confidencc 
and determination on the’ part of women 
not to be victimized on the basis of 
gender. 

Yet there’s a dark side to this trend, 
too: Recent studics'suggest that women 
who own guns arc far more likely to use 
them against a spouse or boyfriend than 
against a stranger. Put another way, while 
the motivation for a woman to buy a gun 
may be to protect herself against 
anonymous "criminals,” the actual person 
she is most likely to end up shooting is a 
hu-sband or lover. • 

What accounts for the seeming 
paradox? Firearms manufacturers during 
the 1980s promoted the idea that rising 
crime rates had left the police incapable 
of protecting ordinary citizens from 
violent offenders and that women needed 
firearms for “self-defense.” The clear 
implication of such campaigns was that 
owning a firearm actually made a woman 
“safer” from the threat of violent assault. 

But assault by whom? The unstated 
premise was that of an unknown attacker, 
a horror-flick psychopath who pops up 


out of nowhere. The majority of as.saults I 
against women, however, are committed I 
not by strangers but by people known to | 
the victims. The fact is that domestic 
violence - not random street crime - 
accounts for more injuries to women than 
muggings, rape and automobile accidents 
combined. 

It should come as no surprise, then, that v 
as more women acquire firearms, these 
weapons arc increasingly likely to be used 
to resolve domestic disputes. One recent 
study found that women were five times 
more likely to use a gun to defend 
themselves against an abusive spouse or 
boyfriend thon against on unknown 
intruder. 

Such statistics point to the relative 
ineffectiveness of the criminal justice 
system to protect women from domestic 
violence. But the answer surely is not for 
women to rush out fand buy guns, rather | 
for police and judgel to do a better job of j 
addressing the needs of women I 
threatened by abusive relationships. I 

It is a sad commentary indeed on our I 
society and its institutions when firearms 1 
replace courts and police os the principal 
agencies for settling domestic disputc.s.

The point is not to bring the spirit 
of the Olympics into the living rooms of 
America but to squeeze every possible 
penny of revenue out of this afrair so the 
networks, which aren’t as rich as they used 
to be, will continue to bid high for the rights 
to Olympic coverage in the future. 

The ancient Hellenes, running naked, their 
feet bare of designer footwear, would hardly 
recognize whnt we’ve made of their gomes.

If so, you may be suffering from adult 
temper tantrums. You have all the 
symptoms. 

“OH. NO, NOT ME!" Why not you? 
You’re not alone. Not many adults 
survive their stressed lives without 
having an occasional temper tantrum. 
The problem comes, of course, when 
tantrums occur frequently and begin 
wearing on relationships and damaging 
people. 

It's natural to'^get angry. Anger is a 
'■physiological state of readiness that 
prepares you to act when you’re 
threatened or hurt. Nothing more. 

Once you experience anger, however, 
you have choices as to how you express 
it. If you erupt whenever you’re 
frustrated, you're not deciding how to 
behave, You become n wild machine on 
automatic. Your habits take control of 
you. You hurt other people. 

Gaining scif-control 
The most common excuse adults use 
for tantrums is “I just con’t control 
myself." But it’s not that adults can’t 
control their behavior - it’s that, 
sometimes they don't. The assumption 
adults make that they' are driven by 
feelings they can’t control is convenient 
- but not accurate. Adults are totally 
responsible for their anger outbursts and 
con - if they choose - change the way 
they express anger. 

One reason adult tantrumdakers oflen 
don't think about changing themselves is 
that they typically blame others for their 
tantrums: “You annoyed my nerves," 
“You made me lose my cool." 

The truth is, however, that no one can 
moke you explode - you alone arc 
responsible for that decision. To reflect 
the fact you’re in charge, then, you need 
to cxploin your loss of control in 
reference to yourself: "1 let your 
behavior annoy me." "I let you get on 
my nerves,’’ “I made me lose mj» cool." 

The fact that anger is a choice - and 
that you are in charge - is actu.illy good 
news because having a choice paves the 
way for bringing anger explo.sion.s under 
control. 

How do 1 change? 

The first .step is to face yourself 
squarely.

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Take a hike up Baldy 

Summertime visitors find summit within walking distance

I KETCHUM - Ju.st ns Zermatt luis its ’ 
.Matterhorn, so Ketchum has it.s I3ald 
Mountain. While the hike up Baldy is far 
different from its Alpine counterpart, 
both summits are readily accessible from 
die resort villages at their base. 

From anywhere in Ketchum - or Sun 
Valley for that matter - the ba.se of 
Baldy is within walking distance. And 
from there the summit is only about five 
miles and 3.400 feet of elevation gain 
away. 

Baldy is best known for its skiing, of 
course, but increasing numbers of . 
summertime visitors are discovering its 
wildflower-ladcn slopes and fir forests. 

Managed by the Forest Service and the 
Bureau. of Land Management, the 
mountain is open to the public without 
charge, although access to -some areas is 
restricted during ski area construction. 

For many years hikers and mountain 
bikers have used the Sun Valley 
Company’s access roads to climb the 
mountain. But now. ader four years of 
trail reconstruction by Forest Service and 
BLM crews, a completely .sepanite Bald 
Mountain Trail is open and ready for 
travel. 

Tlie trailhead is located on the River 
Run side of the mountain near Sun 
Valley Company’s ski lift. A bridge 
crosses the Big Wood River near the 
resort's parking lot and is closed to 
unauthorized vehicles, but hikers are free 
to scramble through the .security gate 
onto public land on the west bank, 

A sign near the River Run lill points 
the way to the tmilhead, which is marked 
by a kiosk that will eventually hold u 
map and some history of the '.raif, 
according to Ketchum Ranger District 
recreation specialist Siucc)' Clark. 

Dedication ceremonies for Bald 
Mounmin Trail arc planned for Aug. 23 
and many of its directional signs and 
historic markers will be erected shortly 
before that event. 

The first mile>und*a-hulf of the trail 
climbing up to an overlook phiifurm is 
the most heavily used, as trail ninner.s. 
horseback riders and mountain bikers 
join many day hikers on u quick 3-mile 
roundirip. 

Running parallel with the Big Wood 
for much of the way. the path crosses 
talus slopes populated with mouse-like 
pikas and passes through stands of 
Douglas Hr busy with squirrels and 
chipmunks. Tall stalks of puintbru.sh and 
low-lying monkeyflowers color ^le 
hillsides. 

When it reaches Frenchman's Gulch, 
the first gulch north of River Run, the 
trail begins its winding climb to the 
overlook. Here the trail follows portions 
of an old skid road u.sed by loggers more 
than a century ago who felled trees for 
railroad tics. Tlie skid road was e.xtendcd 
to the top of the mountain early in this 
century for pack trains servicing a Forest 
Service lookout at the summit. 

By the late 1940s, when motorized 
vehicles replaced pack the trains, the 
Bald! Mountain Trail fejl into disuse. 
Broken up by Sun Valley Co. ski runs, it 
was all but forgotten until a joint effort 
by the resort, the BLM. the Forest 
Service, and local community interests 
was started in 1988 to reopen a non- 
motorized route to the summit.

Health notes 


PRODUCE LOWERS BLOOD PRESSURE: 
Research reported in the Annals of Intcrrtai Medicine 
suggests increasing one’s potassium intake can 
reduce the need to take blood pressure medications 
for those who have hypertension. Tlte reason is that a 
diet rich in potassium appears to make blood 
pressure medications work more elTicicntly so they 
arc needed less. High amounts of potassium arc 
present in legumes, fruits and vegetables. 

OFF THEIR BACKS: Nagging .smokers to quit 
docs no good, says Susan Curty. an investigator at' 
Seattle's Center for Health Studies. Instead, she says, 
"try telling someone, 'I care about. you, 1 enjoy 
spending time with you, and I’d like to do that 
without smoking getting in the way.’’’ 

RARE BUT REAL; Maybe you’ve seen it on your 
favorite .soap opera and thought it was impossible in 
real life. But pseudocyesis - informally, hysterical 
pregnancy - con happen. Women suffering from it 
find that their periods stop, their breasts fill up with 
milk, and their bellies enlarge. They may even 
experience morning sickness. Psychiatrists believe 
the desire to be'prcgnant somehow brings on 
physical changes. But in some cases a small tumor in 
the pituitary gland can be the cause of the symptoms. 

SAVE THE BABIES: Despite repeated warnings 
about the dangers, ninny parents fail to strap infants 
into cor scats, says a study in the current issue of the 
'journal Pediatrics. Of 183 fatal traffic accidents 


involving infants in 1989, in 49 insumccs the child 
was being held on a parent’s lap. In 34, the infant 
was the only person killed, the study found. "Just ns 
it’s important to immunize a child against polio,’’ 
soys Phyllis Agran of the University of Califomin- 
Irvinc, one of the study’s three researchers, "it’s 
equally important to immunize children against death 
or injury." 

DRY BEDS: There’s no simple cure for children’s 
nocturnal enuresis - commonly called bedwetting - 
although a physical disorder is rarely the cause. So 
says Timo^y pcBlassc, clinical instructor of 
pcdiotrics at (Children’s Hospital in Pittsburgh. But 
“oficr the age of about 4>4, about 15 percent of kids 
get better each year anyway,’’ he says. “In fact, « 
studies show that a placebo - giving a sugar pill - 
will help in up to 68 percent of cases.” 

WELLNESS DORMS: Dorms designed to help 
students take responsibility for their own health will 
be springing up at 59 colleges nationwide this fall. 
Indiana’s Ball State University, originator of the 
“wellness dorm," has eight residence halls where 
2,400 students take a whole-person approach to 
health. At the beginning and end of the school year, 
the students receive a “health-risk appraisal" of their 
cholesterol levels, blood pressure and pulse. During 
the year, student committees offer programs on 
health topics.

Not noticing water on the bathroom floor, a 
■family member using a hairdryer has been 
ctiught in a deadly circuit of electrical current. - 
Do you know what to do? 

You would if you had "The American Red 
Cro.ss First Aid and Safety Handbook” (Little. 
Brown) ul hand. 

You'd know that direct contact with the 
victim could electrocute you. too. and that you 
should immediately slop the electrical current 
by unplugging the appliance (avoidjng the 
standing water) or switching off the main 
power. If that's not possible, you should stand 
on dry insulating material (newspapers, a book. 
.1 rubber mat) and use a wooden item like a 
chair or pole to push the victim away from the 
current. 

Tlic book, by the Red Cross and Dr. Kathleen

Continued fromBI 
behavior? Arc you willing to spend 
the energy required lo stay ahead of 
your anger? And. finally, are you 
willing to change the negative 
outcome of encounters with otltcrs? 

When people have anger 
explosions, their unwitting goal Is 
usually to hurt or humiliate others, 
to make them feel guilty, or to 
retaliate. 

To successfully change your anger 
p.i((om. then, yoti have to commit to 
a new goal of working through the 
problem and leaving the encounter 
without resentment - no easy task if 
your aim in the past has been to 
punish. 

If you're ready to commit to a 
change program, here arc steps you 
can take: 

• Start paying attention lo 
physiological signals that warn 
you're getting angry. Maybe your 
face flushes, your body gets tight or 
your fists clench when you get close 
to cxplodiiig. Tltcsc warning signals 
indicate you need lo retreat and get 
yourself back into control. 

• Keep a daily anger diary and 
record each lime you become angry. 
Do an "anger autopsy" to discover 
theisituations and events that trigger 
your anger. Yoii will find patterns 
and you can then plan ahead to 
handle your anacr differently. 


• Record in your diary what you 
say to yourself when you're angry. 
You feed your anger wiili your own 
heated self-statements. "Who.does 
he think he is." "He can't do this to 
me." "I'm going to show him." are 
all examples of "hot thoughts" that 
inllamo anger. 

Labeling other people ("You 
jerk!") or their actions ("That was 
rude!") Is a form of'“hoi thoughts” 
that will fire up your anger. Identify 
specific behaviors of others that hum 
you - and avoid gross 
generalizations that stereotype 
others and feed your fury. 

• Pruclicc exchanging “hot 
thoughts" for "cool thoughts" - 
thoughts that cool you down rather 
Ilian heal you up. For example; 

"I need to keep my cool, or this 
situation. could really get out of 
h.iiid. I can cope. Take deep breaths. 
Tlial's right. Tliat feels better." 

"I can handle this. If I lose 
control. I'll be the loser." 

"Wlintcvcr he says doesn't niimer. 
What really mailers is that I control 
myself." 

• Avoid "hot thoughts" in which 
you invent negative motives that 
"explain" the behavior of others: 
"She's unfair.” "He's just like tlmt," 
“She's stupid.” 

Instead, concentrate on "cool 


thoughts" sympathetic to the other 
person's position: "She must be very 
hurt by something I've done lo 
insult me like that." 

• Notice your self-statements. If 
they read "red-hot.” delay any 
response until you’ve cooled down. 

• Use a key work like "Stop!" or 
"Think!" when you realize your 
physiological warning signals arc 
Hashing or your setf-.siatemcnts arc 
"red-hot."

S.3.5.000 for all families. Doyle 
said. And DINKS., by definition, 
don't have to spend it on the kids, 

Discreliimary income - money

DINKS also lend to have high 
education and a spirit of adventure,

another fivefold during the next decade, and 
fourfold more the following decade, 

Estrogcn-replaccmeni therapy can dramati- 
cally reduce an individual woman's risk. Inn 
whether all women should get it and vvhcihcr 
estrogen alone is sufficient are still being re- 
searched. 

"The stale of the art (on Imrimme replace- 
ment) varies from syonian to woman and dcKior 
to doctor." says Trudy Bush. assiKiaie profes- 
sor of epidemiology and gynecology-obsieirics 
at Johns Hopkins Medical Insiitulions in Balii* 
more. 

Estrogen replacement confers "a remarkable 
protective effect" against heart disease deaili - 
a 40 percent to 60 percent reduction in risk 
compared with postmenopausal women who 
don't take it. Bush noted. But estrogen replace- 
ment also increases the likcliluxxl of develop- 
ing cancer of theiwomb lining. 

That increase cun be canceled by adding the 
hormone progestin, a 'syniliclic version of pro- 
gesterone. also lost after menopause. But pro- 
gestin has possible side effects such as depres- 
sion, mood swings and undesirable changes in 
breast tissue. It also may slightly increase 
breast-cancer risk.-

KANSAS CITY. Mo. (AP) - 
Janet Dolumon was invited to the 
While House to discuss a mysieri- 
ous. debilitating illness she's helped 
make a lillle less frightening for 
thousands of afllieied pi;ople. But 
she couldn't go. 

The illness, chronic fatigue syn- 
drome. has ravaged her own life so 
completely for 17 years she's often 
too weak 'to fix :i sandwich, much 
less pack a suitcase for Washington 
to talk with Barbara Biisli. 

"It was heartbreaking that I 
couldn't go to meet Mrs. Bush." Bo- 
hanon said. "But these days 1 h;ivc 
to Slay in the background and do a 
lot of phone work, mostly reluming 
calls to patients. I have to do what I 
can with the lillle spurts of energy I 
get.” 

Bohanon. .52. is co-founder of Hie 
National Chronic Fatigue Syndrome 
Association, which started in Kansas 
City in 1987 and now has a nation- 
wide membership of about 25.(K)0. 

No one knows exactly what CFS 
is. what causes it. how long a person 
will be sick with it or how to treat il. 

Tlierc arc no statistics on how 
many people suffer from CFS. ac- 
cording to the Centers lor Disease 
Control in Alhuua. But Dr. William 
Reeves, principal investigator of the 
illness for the CDC. says the center 
has been conducting a four-city 
study for more than two years lo try 
to determine that. 

Preliminary results show any- 
where from two to seven people per 
l(H),0(K) Americans have Ci-S. 
Reeves says, although "that is prob- 
ably very low right now." 
f Symptoms of the illness are fa- 


tigue and other persistent llu-like 
symptoms, including muscle and 
joint pain, low-grade fever, night 
sweats and swollen lymph glands. 

To he classified us CFS, the symp- 
joins must linger for at least six 
months and be iiecompanied by a 
doctor's diagnosis, who would rule 
out other diseases with similar 
sympioms. 

’ Bohanon spent at least $3().0(H) 
trying to learn what was making her 
ill for 10 yelirs before she was told 
she had CFS. Doctors told her she 
was suffering from everything from 
lupus to chronic iiiononiieleosis to 
psyeliologieal problems. 

Bohanon's mother had died right 
before Bolninon fell ill. leading 
some doctors to suggest she was suf- 
fering from depression. 

"Well. 1 loved niy mother." she 
s;iid. "And my kids loved their 
grandmother. But we didn't love her 
so much that we’d w.anl to stay in 
bed the rest of our lives," 

Bohanon initially was relieved to 
gel a di:ignt)sis, 

"But (hey didn't know when I 
might get Ixitier, or even how to 
make me better. So even though I 
was elated to at last have a diagno- 
sis. I also Iweame quite depressed 
alxiul what (he future had in store.” 
she s;iid. 

Once she adjusted. Bohanon .set 
out lo try to help herself and others 
with the illness. 

She found other people, affected 
by CFS. and .soon had developed a 
network of CFS patients and their 
families around the Midwest. 

Bohanon felt too sick to hold a 


meeting for CFS sufferers. "That's 
ahoiil when Orvalene came along 
and really g'ot ihiTigs rolling," 

Orvalene Prewitt and her husband. 
Ron. who suffers from CFS. saw 
Bohanon on lelevision talking about 
the illness and eontaeied her. 

Mrs. Prewill was drafted lo run 
the llrsl meeting, since she was the 
only healthy person in Ihe group. 

"We had alxmi 31) people for llie 
first meeting." Mrs, Prewitt said. 
"But by the second one. alxiut 250 
people showed up. We were shocked 
at Ihe response." 

Tlien people from around the 
eminiry started calling. 

From there, the Prewitts and Bo- 
hanon fonned Ihc National Chronic 
Fatigue Syndmme Association, 
which now provides peer-reviewed 
iiifomiation to anyone interested in 
finding out what’s being said and 
published on the subject of CFS. 

Tlie NCFSA also publishes educa- 
tional brochures, puls out a newslet- 
ter three or four times a year and 
holds support meetings af its Kansas 
City office twice a nionih. 

Mrs. Prewill, who quit a full-time 
paid position to be a full-time volun- 
teer for the NCFSA. says her work 
with the organization lias given her 
family a sense of hope they might 
not have had otherwise. 

"My husband is my best friend." 
she said. "He was only 36 when he 
first got sick with CFS - that's 1 1 
years ago - and wc were in the 
prime of our lives. 

“He got siclt^with something wc 
had no explanation for. something 
that wap affecting our lives so great- 


ly. And then through my work (with 
the NCFSA). I slimed meeting all 
these wonderful people whose lives 
were also changed draslieally be- 
cause of chronic fatigue. 

"The NCFSA lias lielped me. my 
family ami ilioiisands of other peo- 
ple just keep going, gelling on with 
life, even though it might be a vastly 


different life than what we alt had 
planned."

So he came up with a plan ior a 
statue to honor meml>crs of Ihc Amiy 
units that got their nickname from ihe 
animal-skin coats they wore and their 
fierce fighting skills, 

On Saturday. Powell returned to 
Fort Leavenworth to dedicate a 1.^- 
fool statue of a black soldier, rifle in 
hand, riding a horse along an avenue 
leading to the base. During the 
dedication ceremony, he called 
himself a "spiritual desceniiani" of the 
Buffalo Soldiers, 

“1 know where 1 came from." said 
Powell. "I stand before you, the first 
African-American chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Slaf/ and tleeply 
ntindful of the debt I owe to those 
who went before me." 

Before arriving. PtrweJI met early 
Saturday with President Bush and 
other security advisers n> discuss 
Iraq’s defiance of United Nations 
orders that it allow outside inspectors 
to study its war-making capacity.

The Buffalo Soldiers, organized 
at Fort Leavenworth in Ihe 1860s, 
guarded the Western frontier 
against Indian attacks and also 
served in such campaigns as the 
Spaiiish-American War, the 
Philippine Insurrection. World War 
II and the Ktirean War. The Indians 
gave them their nickname. 

But contributions of the group are 
not mentioned in many history 
books. 

These ■■brave soldiers went back 
In slavery, real or economic, 
consigned there by hale, prejudice, 
bigotry and intolerance. They lived 
with a biller lie." Powell told about 
12,000 people who attended the 
dedication. 

The BulTalo Soldiers’ old units 


were integrated in 1952. bringing 
the storied group to an etui. But 
about 100 .surviving Buffalo 
• Soldiers attended Saturday's 
ceremonies. 

The survivors incliule loy-year- 
old Jones Morgan of Richmond, , 
Va.. who was only 15 ye.nrs t)ld 
when ][e joined the 9th Cavalry. He 
watched as Buffalo Soldier units 
joined Teddy Roosevelt's Rougli 
Riders in their .charge up Cuba's 
San Juan HitJjujtfuly 1. 1898. 

Morgan was loo exhausted by 
Saturday's ceremonies to grant an 
inleh.'iew aficrwaril. but 74-year-old 
former Buffalo Soldier Bill Winters 
said tlie old solilier liad a great day. 

“He’s terrifically impressed with 
all the attention he's been getting. 
He loves the stature.” Winters said 
of Morgan. 

"Ttiis is a dream come true for all 
of us.” he added. 

A wagon truin carrying memlxTs, 
of VisionQuesl. a jail alleniaiivc for 
troubled youth, also rolled in. Some 
members of the group call' 
ibcmsclves Buffalo Soldiers aiuf 
learn to ride horses, set up tepees 
and prepare camp. 

Powell originally proposed only a 
small statue, but a volunteer 
committee turned bis idea into the 
more elaborate S850.0(K) memorial,

“I always play for the drop when 
holding nine cards missing the 
queen,* explained an unrepentant 
South. He didn't realize that he blew 
an ironclad play for his no-trump 
game. 

South took his heart queen and 
greedily eyed dummy's long dia-. 
mond suit. With no pause for 
thought, he cashed both top dia- 
monds, cursing his bad luck when 
£ast discarded. He conceded a dia- 
mond to West, who knocked out the 
heart ace, and South did well to min- 
imize his losses. He led a spade to- 
ward dummy's, queen, losing only 
three hearts, a spade, a diamond 
and a club. It was down two on a 
hand he should have made easily. 

'You can make book on it,* said 
North after the session. “Anyone 
who starts a sentence with ‘I al- 
ways' or ‘I never' will not make a 
bridge player.” And he had a good 
point. 

South was right that the odds fa- 
vored the drop of the diamond 
queen. However, he didn't need all 
„sevcn diamond winners — six would 
have done nicely, Therefore, he 
should finesse in diamonds at trick 
two. After West follows to the first 
diamond, the finesse guarantees the 
game. Whether it wins or loses. 
South must win at least nine tricks. 

In today's layout, the finesse wins 
and South gets a reward of not only 
an overtrick but. more important, 
his vulnerable game.

Zmcskal’s stood in 32nd place overall 
Sunday nighl. and her mistake on beam — 
she scored just 9.350 — virtually ossurcs 
her of missing Saturday’s final in the event. 
She is the world champion on beam, but 
she was 81st after the compulsorics. 

The more ominous result for Zmcskal, 
though, was her fifth-place .score among 
the six Americans — Shannon Miller, 
Betty Okino, Kerri Strug and Dominiques 
Dawes were all ahead of her. And because 
the United States can place only three girls 
in the all-around final, there is suddenly the 
very real possibility that the world all- 
around champion might not qualify for the 
Olympic all-around final. ' 

“It’s not over." said Zmcskal, who must 
make up a modest deficit — less than 28- 
hundredths of u point ' — when the team 
optionals are held Tuesday night. 

The Unified Team, led by former world 
champion Svetlana Boguinskaia, had the 
team lead. Boguinskaia had an especially 
striking floor-exercise routine, which 
earned her a 9.975, the highest score of the 
evening. 

The United States trailed the former 
Soviets by nvc-ienths, followed by 
Romania, China and host Spain. 


NFL trial Indurain pedals way to 2nd straight Tour 

reconvenes

MINNEAPOLIS — Two weeks after the 
NFL antitrust trial broke for the judge's 
vacation, it will resume this week to the 
chagrin of those who hoped a settlement 
would be reached during the layoff. 

The case brought by eight players 
reconvenes Monday before U.S. District 
Court Judge David Doty and a jury of eight 
women. The players will finish by culling an 
expert on ontiuiisc damages, after which the 
. league will open its case by, calling . 
commissioner Paul Tagliubuc. 

Tagliobuc, armed with new power from 
the 28 owners, was among the principles in 
about five hours of talks aimed at ending the 
suit last week. The talks broke off wiihoui 
an agreement, but could resume at any time. 

“Being on trial doesn’t mean you can’t 
talk," said NFL spokesman Greg Aiello. 

Otherwise, the trial — an outgrowth of the 
1987 strike against the league — is expecicd 
to continue for three to four weeks. 

Free ogcncy, the issue that led the eight 
players to bring the suit, remains the leading 
sticking point, among oitiers. Players want to 
be free to offer their, service Icngucwide after

'The eight pInintifTs were all nominal free 
agents in 1990. 

They argued during the first half that 
players left unprotected under Plan B — the 
limited free agency, system instituted after, 
the unsuccessful 1987 strike — made more 
money than they did as protected players. 
They also argued simply that they would 
have been worth more as free agents, 
although few said they were actively seeking 
to leave their present teams. 

Under the current system, a team has the 
right to match any offer given a protected 
free agonU-If it doesn’t match the , offer, jlic 
team ■’that, Signs the player must pro)'idc 
comperisation — most often two fihst-'round , 
draft choices. 

The players’ strike left ihc league without 
a collective bargaining agreement and 
',;cvcntually forced the NFL Ployer.s 
Association to abondon its collective 
bargaihiPg in favor of a court-oriented 
strategy. 

Tlic plaintiffs are Freeman McNeil of the 
New York Jets, Dave Richards of the San 
Diego Chargers, Don Majkowski of the 
Green Bay Packers. Mark Collins of the 
New York Giants, Frank Minniflcld of the 
Cleveland Browns, former Giant and Brown 
Lee Rouson, who is now retired, Niko Noga 
of the Los Angeles Raiders and Tim 
McDonald of the Phoenix Cardinals. All 
were free agents in 1990 but were protected 
under Plan B. 

The Plan B system, which began in 
' February 1989, allows each team to retain 
limited rights to 37 of their 45 players each • 
season.

BARCELONA. Spain (AP) — When Ron 
Karnaugh steps up to the starling block Friday, 
millions will watch to see if.hc can fulfill his 
Olympic dream without his father, who helped 
liim build it. 

Until then, Karnaugh will try to come to terms 
with his father’s death. 

A heart attack struck down Peter Karnaugh as 
he gazed fondly upon his son marching with the 
U.S. team in the opening ceremonies of the 
Olympics. 

Hours after getting the wrenching news, 
Karnaugh made the decision to compete. In the 
meantime, he will resume training for the 200- 
meter individual medley and stay in touch with a 
U.S. team psychologist. 

"It's a bold decision on his part to continue," 
former Olympian Mark Spitz said. “Tt’s one of 
those stories that shows wlut Olympians arc made 
of." 

Friends and neighbors in Maplewood. N J., who 
raised $27,000 to .send Karnaugh's family to 
Barcelona, were in agony. Peter Karnaugh wanted 
more than anything to sec his son. the world’s top- 
ranked swimmer in his event, race in the 
Olympics, so townspeople sold buttons and T- 
shirts to moke sure he would be there.

But bullfights grow scarce, and 
Manolo — who. like most young 
matadors is following the path of an 
older relative, his uncle, a retired 
matador — is lucky if he gets I S 
corridas a year. 

"1 hope, one day. to support myself 
only as a matador." he say.s. 

Tlie sun grows hotter. The sand in 
the ring is packed and hard. Manolo, 
who trains like any other athlete — 
"running, cycling, weightlifting" — 
might practice his technique on a day 
‘like this, but the training .school on 
Monijuic has been closed for. the 
Olympics. It is in Ihc shadow of the ' 
main stadium, and the organizers said 
sorry, no access. 

Manolo walks through the gates and 
out toward the Gran Via. No one 
recognizes him. A few blocks down, an 
entire office building is covered with 
the image of Michael Jordan. This is 
what it has come to in Spain: A 
bullfigliier gets no attention. A kid 
from North Carolina gets his own 
building.
